Thrills Nation 


Republican Candidate for 


President Outlines Pol­ 
icies Before \ a^t \udi- 
rnee at Elwood. 


E L W O O D , 
I N D . — C o m i n g 
back to this, the town in 
which he was born and grew 
to young manhood, and be­ 
fore a wildly enthusiastic au­ 
dience of many thousands, 
Wendell Wiilkie accepted the 
nomination for President on 
the Republican ticket.
